THE LITERARY EXERCISES. 


A Fino Procession. Successful Re­ 
gatta, Balloon Ascension a n d 
Fireworks —Pioneer Ban­ 
quet—Etc , Etc. 


T he one hundred and eleventh an n i­ 
versary of our N ational Independence was 
celebrated in Sacram ento yesterdav, in a 
m anner highly creditable to the patriotism 
and 
public spirit 
of her citizens, and 
equally satisfactory, doubtless, to those 
who had executive control of th e formal 
exercises of the day. 
A grand civic and 
m ilitary' procession, literary exercises in 
the A ssem bly C ham ber of the State Capitol, 
balloon ascension from Capitol Park, re­ 
gatta upon the river, fireworks at night, 
banquets, social parties, etc.. were leading 
features of the day. 
These were preceded, 
accom panied and followed by the ringing 
of bells, the firing of cannon, the display 
of flags, th e discharge of firearm s, the 
rattling of crackers and the shouts of 
Young Am erica. 
W ith m ore than usual 
noise and enthusiasm the celebration of the 
natal day comm enced, and during the en­ 
tire day th e people displayed a spirited de­ 
term ination to enjoy the occasion to the 
utm ost. Com m encing with early daylight, 
those oil the principal business streets 
who had 
not 
decorated 
their 
build­ 
ings 
on 
th e 
previous 
evening, 
pro­ 
ceeded 
to 
do so, and 
by S o’clock 
J and K streets presented a grand specta­ 
cle. 
On the outer edges of the sidewalks 
branches of trees ha 1 been placed, im part­ 
ing an air o f freshness, and from every 
building th e stars and stripes were dis­ 
played in a m ore or less notable m an n e r; 
horses and vehicles of all kinds bore the 
country’s em blem s, and additional anim a-' 
tion was given the scene by the gay dresses 
of the ladies and children, nearly all of 
w hom wore the national colors, and the 
hurrying to and fro of m en in uniform , 
m em bers of the m ilitary and other organ­ 
izations th at were to participate in the 
parade. 
A lthough there were no excursion 
trains to the city, the regular trains that ar­ 
rived early in the day brought m any visit­ 
ors : citizens from the country cam e in en 
masse, and Sacram ento was full of people. 


T he Procession. 
The procession was long, varied, and in 
all respects a m agnificent one. 
On all sides 
it drew the w arm est praise from the people. 
T he streets all along the line of m arch 
were crow ded w ith people, the balconies 
fairly overflowed, w hile the windows of 
dw ellings along the route were filled with 
beauty and m anliness. 
A t 9 o’clock the divisions began to form, 
the various organizations m oving from 
their headquarters to their appointed nosi- 
tions even before th at hour.

THE LITERARY EXERCISES. 


A G raurl O ra tio n b y E x -G o v ern o r G eo. 
C. P erkins—Poem , .Music, Ere. 
T he literary exercises took place in the 
Assembly Cham ber at the Capitol. 
It was 
12:45 p. M. before the exercises opened. The 
im m ense hall and galleries were densely 
filled w ith an attentive and intelligent au­ 
dience th at patrioticullv responded to eaeli 
pointed sentim ent for country and loyalty. 
The platform erected at the east end of the 
cham ber was tastefully decorated with 
national colors and emblems, and occupied 
by those who had parts upon the pro­ 
gram m e, the First A rtillery Band being 
located at the side. 
After an overture by the hand, G rand 
M arshal B runer introduced ’he Chaplain 
of th e Day, Rev. A. C. H errick, who of­ 
fered a patriotic and fervent prayer. 
BEMAP.KS OK MAYOR El ljEXE J. GREGORY. 
Mayor Gregory was then introduced as 
President of the Day and spoke as follows : 
Isidict and 1'tL'uw atfzeiu: We arc assembled 
here to-day .regardless ot birth, nativity, wealth 
or station, as citizens of one grand common­ 
wealth—the greatest and grandest that the sun 
of God's heaven has ever shone upon, lor the 
purpose of paying homage to our forefathers, to 
show due appreciation of their effor,.-. anil to 
express that 6iucere gratitude which should 
permeate the heart of every loyal citizen in 
the enjoyment of the many beneficent advant­ 
ages we now pq-sess. It is not my intention to 
burden you with a lengthy address, nor to in­ 
trude upon the privileges'of those who follow 
me in the exercises of this afternoon. As that 
tloquent speaker, the lion. George (’. Perkins, 
has generously consented to impress you w ith 
national truths, the exemplification ol loyaity 
and the blessings of treedoin, com memórate 
with the celebration of our natal day, I leel 
that you will sanction my deviation and" permit 
me to speak concerning local matters, i will, 
therclore not iutrudc upon your tiraeor patience 
in any attempt to dilate npqn the proverbial 
“American Eagle,” “The Glorious Fourth,” nor 
ujion the stereotyped subjects which generally 
form the text for a tih o f July address, knowing 
that the subjects mentioned'will he placed tar- 
fore you with much more ability Slid justice 
than I can command. 1 will confine mv re­ 
marks to California, and the Capital Ciiv in 
particular, Us present and future, as welt as to 
local matters affecting our interests 
Ttie present attraction of immigration to this, 
our .Slate of California, is in the natural order 
oi events:, that commenced with the immigra­ 
tion of the Pilgrim Fathers to 9 ymouth Dock, 
and has moved on with lint one hiatus to tlie 
tune of " Westward the Star of Empire Takes 
Its Way.” The interval was caused to the dis­ 
covery of gold in California. 
The westward tide from the New England 
States first left its impress on Pennsylvania and 
Ohio. ' Onward ' was the w atchword to the 
Mississippi Valley, and then "Westward, Ho!" 
to where the mighty Missouri rolls dow u to the 
sea. 'ihe Missouri States and Territories to the 
summit of the llocky Mountains would have 
been settled firm in the westward march, but 
for the discovery of gold in California; but man 
wearily toiled over and pas-ed the feitile 
prairies, and the plains and hills that are now 
smiling faints and teeming stock-ranges to reach 
that laud whose gold, from her rock-ribbed 
hills, was to foim the foundation of a new cm- 
pire on the American continent 
It was not 
till iron bands bound the shores of the mightv 
Atlantic to the strands of the broad Pa ific tha't 
people came to California for pleasure or obser­ 
vad. n ; they came to dig for gold, to seek for­ 
tune, to wrest rough homes from the wilder­ 
ness. Meanwhile che settlement of tire prairie 
and Missouri states went on. while the territory 
this siie of the Rockies hid but a reckless, 
shilling, somi-nomadic population. With dis- 
tanee annihilated by the iron horse, travers­ 
ing bands of steel and Hying as the wind, 
the 
western march was taken up where 
it 
had 
left 
off, 
and 
people 
came 
to 
look, and Io king were fascinated. 
It was not 
the immigrant with his slow-paced ox team, 
with all his household goods and gods under 
the boughs and canvas of his rickety wagon, 
seeking a spot of soil from which he might 
wring, by laborious effort, the sustenance for 
himself and family. It was not the gold-thiratcd 
adventurer, not the usurer seeking investment 
for his hoard at unconscionable interest, nor 
the mere trader for swap and barter, but a class 
which the United mates, and the United Stales 
alore has produced iu appreciable numbers; I 
refer to the comfortable class. 
It is this class 
that has made what is called the “boom" in the 
southern section of our State, and on w hieh Sac­ 
ramento and her various tributaries in Northern 
California must dcqamd for all the progress now 
assured through an influx of people from 
abroad. 
These people came from a land whose 
seasons are but the alternation from the burning 


suns of summer to the rictus of a semi-an tic 
wftnter: they found genial skies and an equable 
climate, and the soil bursting w ith fruitlnlness 
and anxious to yield it fruit, oil, grain, wine 
aud vegetation. These people were possessed 
oi means — though not millionaires—honest, 
decent, homo-folks, who, by lives oi industry 
and economy had a cumulated a competency, 
and were seeking a home wherein with peace 
and content they eootd spend declining years 
under their own vine atid fig tree, in a dim e 
unsurpassed for evenness by auy on God’s green 
earth, and free from those extremes which 
make life a burden m less favored elimos. 
Before, people ol this class had gone to Europe 
or u> the evetglades of Florida seeking a winter- 
less clim ate,not knowing that almost ut their 
lect, and within a few days luxurious travel, 
there lay a laud fur surj-assiiig their w ild e st 
dreams.

These are the results ot the conditions, gov 
erued bv the msny advantages offered to the 
newcomer ns well as the oldest pioneer, if we 
can but demonstrate our claims to the new ­ 
comer, a- we now see and e\j»erienee them, 
then the question will be fully and satisfactorily 
solved, ami the word “ boom.” instead of being 
an evanescent suggestion, a catcii word of some­ 
thing transitory, will be appreciated in its 
strongest sense: the incomer will then know 
and appreciate our surroundings, our elaims 
and our advantages, and the increase will in a 
short time enhance the most sanguine expccta 
tious.

ORATION try E X -GOVERNOR P E R K IN S . 
M ayor Gregory then introduced ex-Gov­ 
ernor Perkins, as the Orator of .th e Day. 
Upon coining forward, th e ex-GoTernor 
was greeted w ith uproarious and long con­ 
tinued applause, tw d w hich, as it com­ 
menced to subside was taken up again, 
atad r e la te d w ith iacreased enthusiasm . 
Finally the speaker wtw allowed to proceed, 
and the follow ing address which occupied 
abour three-quarters of an hour, was deliv­ 
ered in a highly pleasing, oratorical and 
effective m anner, the speaker being fre­ 
quently interrupted with loud, and at 
times, long-continued applause;

We are 
allied to oui’ ancestors only so far us we make 
them contribute some good to us. We are allied 
to posteriiy only so tar as we can contribute 
some good to them. It seems to me then, that 
we can render no higher homage to 
THE MEMORY OF Ot'R FATHERS 
Than tu try as far as we can to baptize our 
souls afresh in tile spirit and meaning of rhat 
great idea that lias made us a nation, aud strive 
to transmit tlie blessing unimpaired to those 
who may come after us. It is not expected that 
I should attempt to lift the veil of time upou 
the sublime enthusiasm with which two mill­ 
ions ol people arose with one accord to assert 
their rights, and followed their new-made llag 
with in i si 11 ken confidence, under varying for- 
tnue until victoiy and pejice crowned their 
efforts. The story of that struggle was ihe lesson 
of oursehool days. Neither will you expect me 
to drag from the grave of our great civil strife 
a single thread ot three garments stained ill 
fratricidal blood. Let the dead past bury the 
dead. Tiie sweet grass grows, and the dear 
smile of God m rain aud sunshine falls upon 
those hundred battlefields, matting the graves 
of those who fought and fell iu the great war 
under one common sod, emblem of the healed 
wounds und hurts of our people. 
A national day is the one above all others in 
the year whan the whole people can rise to a 
plane higher than party and broader than sec­ 
tarianism and discuss some nutional theme for 
the common good. 


SOME THO UGHTS ON AM ERICAN I'ATKIOTISM . 
Anil the duties it inspires, would therefore seem 
lilting for the hour. 
What is patriotism ? What 
is American patriotism, as distinguished from 
tiie patriotic sentiment that glows iu the hearts 
of all other people? 
Let us not confound it, as 
is often done, with the instinctive feeling that 
attaches one to his native land 
Providence has, for wise and beneficent rea­ 
sons. deeply implanted in the bosom of every 
child a love for home, however lowlv a nd unat­ 
tractive it may. be. li would rather live with its 
own parents in a woodshed, clad hi rags and 
pinched with hunger, than share the hospitality 
of a strunger, as an orphan, though surrounded 
by all the luxury and elegance ot wealth. Akin 
to this beautiful filial instinct is an inborn at­ 
tachment to the land of one’s birth, that geo­ 
graphical locality we call our country. 
It is a 
enliment not begotten of genial skies o r fertile 
acres. 
.Mcu will cling to their native soil, 
though it be cold, bleak aud unpiciuresque, 
quite as passionately as to the fairest spots upon 
which un affluent nature lias lavished her 
choicest blessings. 
The hardy Swiss sees more 
charm and poetry In Ms bleak mountain home, 
where ihe ioc helds are his hunting grounds, 
and the frosty winds ami sliding avalanehes his 
daily music, than in your genml valley, where 
the grape and the orange grow. The Icelander 
would grow homesick in the laud whete the 
magnolia blooms and Ihe mahogany reddens 
in torrid heat, and pine for the stem winter, 
the stunted growths, and auroral lights of his 
island home in the heart of a northern sea. 
THERE IS A BENEFICENT FFltFOSE 
Eushrin»d in this beautiful feeling. It binds 
one in slrong, sweet fetters of love and memory 
to his native land : but it is not patriotism in 
the full, rich plentitude of that word, it has 
oiten beeu lauded as such, by political writers, 
Jioets and orators: but it is a mLstaken idea. 
The Modoc, who fought for his lava-bed, or the 
Piute, « ho clings to his sage-brush, has his feel­ 
ings. it i> as strong in a New /.eland cannibal, 
a> in the heart of a Roman citizen, iu the paliu- 
ie-t days of that empire. 
What was it that tired the soul of Hampden, 
Emmet, Kosceuski, or Franklin'.’ A blind in 
stinet that clung to a tree, or burrowed in a 
rock'.' Was it for the granite hills of Massachu­ 
setts that Warren said at Bunker Hill, “Put me 
where the battle is hottest! ’ Did Washington 
draw his sword for the Bine Ridge, and tobacco 
fields of Yirgiuia? 
Was it for the palmetto 
grove of ( moling, that Marion and Sumpter hid 
m the mosqnlto-swami* aud fought the Tories? 
Was it tor the mere love of a strip of land that 
the New Jersey preacher, when the army was 
in Deed of wadding, ran to his little church, and 
took from the pulpit Watts’ Psalms, and said, 
' There boys, put Watts into them.” No, no. 
The fire that burned iuto those heroes was 
something deeper, nobler, more intellectual and 
spiritual tliau the brute courage lliat stands 
sentinel over a bleak hill, or a fair savanna, be­ 
cause it happens to be one's birthplace. 
PATRIOTISM, IS A FIRE 
That may catch and burn in the bosom of a 
man of foreign birth. Think you that liaron 
DcKulb, fighting and dying on the plains of 
Camden, or that Marquis de Lafayette, tender 
ing his sword, fortune, aud 
honor to the 
Colonial Congress, in the darkest hour ol our 
revolutionary struggle, did not feel an enthu­ 
siasm lor our cause, akin to that which ani­ 
mated the soul of Washington, Hancock, or 
Adams? 
We remember during our unhappy civil strife 
t housands of our foreign population freely left 
their fields, shops, offices, and homes, and vol­ 
unteered In our armies, and vied with the na­ 
tive liorn citizen iu heroism and loyally for our 
country. 
English, Scotch, Irish, aud German 
blood mingled copiously on a hundred bat ie- 
fields to uphold the integrity of lliis Union. 
Men from the Hebrides, to the Hhiue. who ar­ 
dently loved their tatherland. and whose fond­ 
est memories clung to the homes of their child 
hood, marched in our armies, stood guard to­ 
gether in mud and rain, and in broken English 
KHOi rK Il IN' C H ORES AT T H E (.O O h FO R TU N E OF 
OCR FLAG. 
Now, what does this mean? It means that 
patriotism is something more noble, magnani­ 
mous and spiritual than a mere instinctive at 
tachment for one's native soil. True patriotism 
is something more than mere fealty and alle­ 
giance to tin- Constitution and laws o"f the land. 
Jt is inclusiva? of all that is meant by the word 
"loyalty.’’ It is something deeper,'and more 
spiritual, than a mere formal obedience to the 
law. It is contrary to the lan to smuggle goods 
into the country ; but surely no one will under­ 
take to say that the sentiment of patriotism has 
burned out of a man’s soul because he lias been 
weak and sordid enough to smuggle a box of 
cigars or a trunk of luce into the country. 
Then on the other hand, a man may maintain 
a strict outward propriety towards the iavi. give 
uo offense in word, or deed ; even go so far as 
to wear scnteuces of the Constitution a» an 
amulet upon his garments, and yet at the same 
time in his secret heart smiie approvingly upou 
every faction that talks trensou and plots con­ 
spiracy. The fact is, there is something more 
iu loyalty than amere obedience to the supreme 
law of the land : it is something that cannot Ire 
put on paper by a Congressional enactment, or 
typed out in the letters of the Constitution. 
It ii something deeper than nil pen and ink can 
legislate. It is deeper than tne Constitution, 
for it is the spirit that made the Constitution 
and continúes to give to it all the vitality it 
1 s>--esses. Loyalty, or true patriotism, is not a 
thing of definitions in a law-book : it is a 


FERVID DEVOTION TO THE WELFARE OF THE 
COUNTRY 
That transcends all legal requirements, l or 
instance, there is nothing iu the Constitution nr 
statute law that requires a man to give his 
money to a sanitary or Christian Commission, 
or tender-hearted women to tlv to the camp 
or host ital, to risk life anil health in order to 
minister to the wants of the slek anil dying. 
There is no lan that requires a man to carry 
the na’iou upon his heart when at prayer, and 
to rise above all sordid and parti-au feeling in 
the hour of peril. Were the tocsin oi' war 
sounded through the land to-day, were a for­ 
eign foe to invade our shore, or insurrection to 
lilt up the torch of anarchy in our midst, mill­ 
ions of free men, from the North, and the 
South, the Fast and Hie West, Would rush from 
the plow, shop arid oilice at their country's call 
to the battle Iront,singing nsthey come: ‘‘Rally 
round the Dag, boys, rally once again." What 
then is the inspiration of this feeling? The law 
of Hie laud requires none of these things. The 
spirit of patriotism does require them ail. 
Patriotism, then. !- something mere than mere 
allegiance to the State, or obedience to the law, 
however, strict that may be. 


« H A T 
p a t r i o t i s m is. 
What then is meant by pure patriotism? 
It is more than a mere instinctive attachment 
to our native soil, tor the Apache Indian has 
that as strongly as themosi civilized man. It i­ 
more than a mere formal obedience to i he laws 
of the laud, for an Indian, or an euemv, may 
po--ess as mnclt civic nalure a- that. PatFioi- 
ism is an ardent and sincere love for that -per- 
ial political ideaone's country represents among 
the nations of the earth. American patriotism 
is a fervid devotion to the democratic idea oi 
peisonal liberty, as expressed in tiie Declaration 
of Independence, and crystaiiiz n into organic 
shape in our union of States and representative 
system of Gove nmcut. “Our fathers.” said Mr. 
Lincoiu, in Ms address at Gettysburg, "brought 
forth upon this continent a new nation, con­ 
ceived in liberty, and dedicated to the proposi­ 
tion that^ll men are created equal.” Patriot­ 
ism is an ardent and unshaken devotion tu that 
idea, and to that special form of government 
by whicli we are trying to work it out. and 
whoever is in sincere and heartv sympathy 
with it. is an American patriot, whether whiiC 
or black, native or foreign born. 
Now, as we walk through this temple, ot lib­ 
erty to-day, frescoed with heroic int moiies 
there is much to inspire in with patriotic «tati- 
fication. it is built of durable material. There 
! «a» 
ffrae when Us most loyal hearts !jen\hU''l 


for its stability. Our political system was an 
experiment that might well fill t lie mind* of the 
noide men who planned and laid its foundation 
with troubled presentiiSients. 
FATES OF FRF.VJOt’S REPUBLICS. 
In a limited way the f xperimeut had - ee-i 
tried before, aud always terminated ta(»Hy. 
The rage of !bc popular fiifion had dashed the 
republics 
Greece and Rome into atoms. Our 
enemies abroad had always predicted that our 
attempt at e- free got ernmeni would end in a 
like disaster. They said it was a government 
hanging ou She ragged edga'oi anarchy, ano 
would one liay break in’o fragments. They 
believed the p-'untar mind w* .- too fluid and 
fluctuating an Foment to build a’Stable govern­ 
ment upon, it will sail sinoothiy as-long as tlie 
waters are calm sad the winds propitious, but 
it eaunot stand a long stress of bad weather. 
The strongest and' most centralize-!'monarchies 
have not always been aMe to stand the political 
tornadoes that blow a-ooss tiie centuries—hence 
it is folly tor you to axpect your lococie pinned 
log raft of States can ride down a terrible gale. 
Well, the war earn-?;, a war of unparaleled 
magnitude and cost: the! divided forty millions 
of people into two camnn; turned every church, 
school and college in tlfo lain! into r- —riling 
’tattons and dashed ¡he and blood like :fl*-rm 
spray upon every home. There is not a nation 
on the face of the earth that could stand e- 1-e 
braved and pounded 60'long in such a moxtar 
without undergoing a radical change !n- its 
political structure. (>ur system 
( AM E OUT OF THE CRUCIAL TEST 
Stronger and more compact than ever before. 
We have seen the great national wounds luwi 
ing by the first intention, and promising not o 
leave a sear. We have seen the great national 
debt steadily and silently dissolving, our o red if 
the amazement of the financial world and our 
country growing rich and pro-perous at a rate 
unprecedented in history, gorely it is about 
time this hideous old spectre of disruption 
laughed down as a graveyard superstition, but 
there are many of ourrolitieal writers who fancv 
they see danger in our widely-extended terri­ 
tory. 
Republics, they say, may do very well on a 
small compact territory, hut grow brittle spread 
over wide spaee. It is not likely that the inter- 
e-ts of Maine and Texas, New York and San 
Fraiieteco can always be identical enough to 
live in friendly unity. They seem to overloox 
the fact that the stability of a government is in 
the ratio of its fscilities ol Communication. 
’’ America,” said Taiiyrand, " is a giant with­ 
out bones." Well the bones have been growing 
very fast the last twenty years, and they are 
BONES-OF IRON ASH STEEL. 
While our geography has expanded iu space it 
lias contracted in time. The United States is 
more compact and adhesive to-tlav than «lieu 
the thirteen States emerged from tne revolution. 
It took General Washington longer to cross the 
little state of New Jersey with a small artnv, 
than it did General Hooker to throu- a whole 
army corps from the District of Columbia to 
lookout mountain. And this fseilltv of com­ 
munication is steadils increasing 
The steel 
rail interlaces the whole land; and our inter­ 
state commerce is weaving the north and the 
south, the east and the west, into one vast web 
of material interests and social relations, and. 
what is better still, the stability of this Govern­ 
ment rests upon the moral convictions and pa­ 
triotic sentiments of tiie people. 
At no period iu our hi tory has the love of the 
Union, the love of nationality, the love of the 
old flag, been so universal, pervasive and ardent. 
The Executive and Congress may cla-h : ¡su­ 
preme Courts may err : party wrath may surge 
in angry waves: nut of one thing we ma\ re-t 
assured, that to long as tne foundation of this 
Government rests upon the hearts of the people, 
the gates of hell cannot prevail against it. 
IMAGINARY BOUNDARIES OF OCR NATION. 
There is another brieht harbinger that to the 
American patriot should be the source of unsel­ 
fish joy and gratification. 
Among the legends 
of the civil war is the story of a dinner party in 
Paris, given by the American residents on Inde­ 
pendí m e Day, ut which were 
propounded 
sundry toasts. 
Although it was during the 
darkest hour of our civil stri e, the bigness of 
our country seem? to have been the dominant 
idea. The first speaker arose and said : "H ere 
is to the United States, bounded on the north by 
British America, on the south by the Gull of 
Mexico, on the east by the Atlantic Ocean, and 
on the west by the Pacific Ocean." 
Not to be outdone the second speaker an­ 
nounced ns Ms sentiment: "T he United Mates, 
bounded ou the north by the Noitli Pole, on ihe 
south by the Sou h Po'lo, on the cast by the 
rising sun, and on the west by the setting sun.” 
This seemed large enough to gratify the most 
patriotic imagination, but the third one put on 
the capsbeaf wheu he said: " I give you the 
United states, bounded on the north by the 
Aurora Borealis, on the south by the pro­ 
cession of the Equinoxes, on the east hy the 
Pri-ceval Clinos, and on the west hy the day of 
Judgment.

Hut when they permit false wines to be 
engineered upon the Eastern public as 
genuine California products, they become 
parties to deliberate thievery. 
If the 
assertions of the New York pres- are to bo 
believed, many of them do this very thing, 
having the power to warn the public and 
to punish the counterfeiters. California 
will continue to suffer, probably, from 
these impositions, and must exjieet little 
or no aid from the wine-dealer-until home 
interests assert themselves.

The Eastern swindle, we

raw acids, sugar and flavoring extracts that 
must prove injurious to the consumer."

incomprehensible 
how 
the trade in this swindle could have 
grown to the proportions alleged, without 
the connivance of the Eastern merchants. 
If they did not know that the public was 
i>eiiig cheated by a Yankee device, their 
ignorance of what is going on in the 
world is of a character to amaze average 
intelligence. The truth is, that wine and 
liquor dealers at the East are at the bot­ 
tom of these swindles. 
The saving of the 
reputation of the State for drink products 
will l>e best achieved by the establishment 
ol California agencies at the East, owned 
stud controlled by the California producers. 
U ntil they do as the fruit dealers have 
done and take the business of the dis|>osal 
of their products into their own hands, and 
organize detective protective bureaus, they 
must expect to continue to be victims of 
gross imposition. 


T h e correspondent who, in yesterday’s 
K txw tii-l NiOJf, so forcibly urged U|h>ii 
the people the necessity of bringing water 
for irrigation upon lands iu this county, 
struck the key-note of certain success in 
trebling the population, industries and 
productive wealth of the country. 
W ith 
plenty of water so near at hand and the 
demonstrated benefits to accrue from bring- 
iug it iqiou the outside lands, it is a m atter 
for surprise that, with the ability to form 
an irrigation district, it is not done at 
once.

'1 here ¡.- no man, however small his vested 
interests in Sacramento, who will not find 
the membership fee to return him a direct 
profit. 
Wc know that there is water in 
plenty to he had, no great topographical 
obstacles to be overcome, no long time to 
lajise before the water can be brought to 
the plains, and, with these assurances, if 
the community fails to organize an irriga­ 
tion district and bring in the water orig­ 
inally, or by purchase of exi-ting lines of 
ditches and flumes, or by* arrangement 
with present companies, it will Ik- gross 
neglect. 
The G alt lla zcttc is right when 
it declares that with irrigation this county 
will treble its productive cai n-itv, replace 
large grain farms with small orchards and 
vineyards, and make plenty supreme in 
the section.

economy, wo would enable the teacher in a 
fuller degree to discharge his high office 
of fitting lioys and girls to be useful men 
and women.

misery- prevented if children are taught 
the licst use of time in affairs of domestic 
concern.

A correspondent o f the R e c o rd - U n io n 
desiring to know. " W ho is Clara Barton V” 
the following account of this patriotic 
lady, given in the New York Lriter, will 
answ er the in q u iry : 
"M iss Clara Barton, of Red Cross fame, 
who was m ade an honorary m em ber of 
the W om an's R elief Corps a't the fourth 
National Convention, during the Grand 
A rm y Encam pm ent in San Francisco in 
A ugust, is a 
M assachusetts 
woman, a 
daughter of 
one of 
"M ad 
A nthony 
W ayne’s 
old soldiers. 
They say that 
she organized the first public school ever 
started in Bordentow n, N. J., and she was 
copyist in the Patent Office at W ashington 
for som e years before the war. 
The first 
gun of the civil war brougnt h er to the 
front, and in the work of the Sanitary 
Commission none was m ore devoted in 
the field. She spent the last cent she 
possessed in organizing a bureau of records 
of m issing m en of the arm ies and so use­ 
ful did it prove that Congress voted her 
$15,000 for services to the G overnm ent. 
As President of the Red Cross Societv, 
whose ensign waves over Am erica, Europe 
aud the best part of Aria, she is the only 
woman living at the head of a philanthro- 
picschem eof any such m agnitude, stand­ 
ing as it does for world-wide l>eneficence 
on wheels. 
Miss Barton’s gift for organ­ 
ization reverses the order of talent usually 
ascribed to her sex. 
She has few equals in 
m apping out a plan as a com prehensive 
whole, while m any a lesser m ortal "in put 
her to rout in the m anagem ent of details. 
Miss B arton’s figure is a contradictory one. 
She looks tnsssive; she is, on closer view, 
as slender and lithe as a young girl.

T he Chronicle is a paper 
which in the defense of a recent libel suit 
argued that it was a part of a new spaper’s 
legitim ate business to sell its influence 
either for or against any question to the 
highest bidder ; so people need to pay but 
very little respect to any opposition it may 
m ake to State text-books, especially as it is 
well know n that publishing firms w onld be 
w illing to spend considerable m oney to 
have the State’s publication discontinued.— 
l.l Dorado County Itrjiuldiean.

Association to m eet in California in 1888 
Messrs. H oitt and Campbell are two of the 
strongest m en that could be sent from this 
Slate to urge the Association to come to 
California, and they go in the fnll belief 
tn a: they will succeed in their m ission. 
Should the Association be induced to se­ 
lect California as its next place of m eeting, 
it will a t once intensify th e educational in ­ 
terests in the State, and other interests as 
w ell. 
You cannot bring four or five th o u ­ 
sand thinking, observing educated people 
here from the East and show them the 
wonders, beauty and magnificence of our 
scenery and productions, as well as the de­ 
sirability of our clim ate, w ithout their be­ 
com ing impressed to such a degree that 
th ey w .li go hack and becom e w alking and 
talking advertisem ents for C alifornia.

T he papers of San F ra n c .eco 61-6 discuse- 
! ing th e proposition that undeC th* Pinder 
A ct of the last Legislature dogs were m ade 
personal property, subject to tax atio n as 
other property, and being such, the I ’ound- 
m aster has no right to im pound and su b ­ 
sequently kill or sell them . T he Post says : 
“ In the City and County Attorney's^ 
office it was learned that the previous Act 
affecting dogs only served one purpose— 
viz., the conviction of dog thieves. 
Dogs 
were not property except for th at specific 
purpose under the old Act, but the effect of 
the last Act is to put dogs on precisely the 
sam e plane as horses, cows. etc. 
H ence 
the Poundkeeper- who seizes a stray dog 
cannot under th e constitutional provision 
affecting all personal property, dispose of 
the dog w ithout som e judicial action being 
secured in the case. 
In the case of H ey 
Sing Jack vs. Jo h n \V. Anderson (57 Cal., 
251) it is decided by the Suprem e Court 
that a statute prescribing a forfeiture of 
property w ithout any adjudication or pro­ 
cess of law is unconstitutional. 
In that 
case the Legislature m ade the use of nets 
in fishing composed of too sm all m eshes 
illegal, and declared such nets forfeited. 
T he sale of the forfeited nets in the above 
case was held invalid, inasm uch as the 
Constable w ho sold the forfeited nets was 
no judicial 
officer, 
and the sale had 
been 
effected 
w ithout due 
process of 
law. 
The whole m atter is contained in 
th e terse sum m ary of the subject by the 
Suprem e Court: 
‘ Confiscations w ithout a 
judicial hearing and judgm ent, after due 
notice, are void us not being due process of 
law .’ 
‘ Now,' said a prom inent lawyer, in 
this connection, ‘assum ing th at dogs are 
property the Poundkeeper has no m ore 
right to destroy the dogs, or his deputies 
to capture, than theC onstable in the above 
case had the right to deprive the C hina­ 
m an of his nets. 
If Mr. I.indo were a 
judicial officer, and pleadings could be 
held before him , the conditions m ight be 
m aterially altered, bul as the law now 
stands I apprehend th at no powers are 
vested in the Board of Supervisors or any 
one else in the.State to entitle Mr. I.indo to 
confiscate property.’ ” 
If this theory holds good, the whole 
pound system, whereby horses, cattle and 
other anim als have been gathered in and 
at tim es sold to pay the P oundiuastei’s 
fees, was an error. 
B ut that can scarcely 
be, tor the pound is an institution m ain­ 
tained in every State from 
tim e 
im ­ 
m em orial. 
A ssum ing, then, th at a h o rse 
can be sold for Poundkeeper’s fees, why 
not a dog? 
A nd if the Poundm aster sells 
a whole hand o f w orthless eurs to some 
one for a dime, and th at som e one does 
not w ant them , w liat is to nrevent his 
killing the anim als, as he would a litter of 
puppies ?

Tlie United States Circuit Court Renders 
an Important Railroad Decision. 
I Copyright, 1SS7, by the California Associatcel Fress. J 
P o rtla n d (Or.), Ju ly 4th.—Jadge Deady, 
in the U nited States Circuit Court, has an ­ 
nounced his opinion on the petition of 
R ichard K oehler, Receiver of the Oregon 
and California R ailroad for instrnction. 
H e says : 
“ T he fact th at there is compe­ 
tition in the carriage of persons or property 
to or from a particular place is a circum ­ 
stance that justifies a com m on carrier, u n ­ 
der Section 2 of tlie Interstate Commerce 
Act to charge less lor a long haul to and 
from said place than a short one, included 
therein." 
H e decides, also, th at the In ter­ 
state Act in effect prohibits the giving of 
passes or free carriage to particular jiersons, 
and the exception allowed in Section 22 in 
favor of officers and employes of the road 
does not include the families of such per­ 
sons.

or in connection w ith interstate travel.”

Mr. Ches- 
ley, who is alw ays a host on such occasions, 
was at his best, and kept the guests at a 
high tide of patriotic and social expression 
and entertainm ent. 
A t the opening of toast-giving. ex-Gov- 
em or Berkins was called upon to respond 
to " California, aud her resources.'' 
H e 
spoke elegantly and w ittily. 
In his re­ 
m arks he confessed th at he was not a Pio­ 
neer. but said he would have been if he 
had been consulted upon the subject. H e 
cam e to California in early days, but not 
upon a trail through the deserts, hut came 
around the H orn when there was no track 
or trail to follow. 
H e w arm ly com pli­ 
m ented Sacram ento, as the brighest gem of 
the Coast. 
Regrets were received from Senator Stan­ 
ford, General Bidwell and others, th at they 
were not able to he present. 
T he next speaker called out was ex-Sen­ 
ator Booth, who, in referring to the revo­ 
lution of out forefathers, gave som e inter­ 
esting figures concerning the cost of the 
country's struggle for liberty. 
H e said that 
Jefferson estim ated th e cost of the Revolu­ 
tion at $110.000,000, and H ildreth] placed it 
at S1T0,000,000. 
A t the close of the war 
the G overnm ent was in debt $10,000.000, 
and the States $30,000,000, m aking a total 
of $70,000,000. 
In 1781 the people were so 
poor th at th e expense of running th e Gov­ 
ernm ent was reduced in the estim ates for 
the year to $102,000. 
In 1780 the G overn­ 
m ent had to provide for a little over 
$.">,000,000—less 
than 
the 
revenue 
of 
the G overnm ent at 
the 
present 
tim e 
for 
ten 
days—and 
it 
could 
not 
raise the am ount. 
Jo h n Adam s had to 
sell our bonds at less than 80 cents in order 
to raise m oney to* meet the interest. 
In 
177t>—111 years ago to day, when Congress 
m et in Philadelphia, th at was the largest 
city in the U nited States, but was not quite 
as large as Sacram ento is now. 
New York 
was a city of about 20,000 population. 
Boston contained only about 15,000 people. 
The m eeting in Carpenter H all, in P h ila­ 
delphia, on the 1th of Ju ly , 111 years ago 
had m uch of dram atic interest. 
A horse 
stable was located next to the hall, and 
furnished a full supply of flies. These 
lighting upon the leg3 of the Congressmen 
below the short Continental pants, kept 
the forefathers busily fighting flies from 
the 
lower 
sections 
of 
their 
limb3. 
Referring to the great m en of th e Revolu­ 
tionary era, Mr. Booth said that when in 
o ur tim e great men were needed for great 
emergencies they earae. O ur great civilian, 
A braham Lincoln, came from a law yer's 
otlice, and our great soldier, General Grant, 
from a leather shop. 
N. Greene Curtis was the next speaker. 
H e said that 111 years ago to day the Gov­ 
ernm ent was in debt,and John Adams was 
over in H olland trying to sell bonds. 
If 
they had only let the California Pioneers 
know it they would have paid the debt and 
be done w ith it. 
[Great laughter.] 
The 
Judge then m ade a highly patriotic speech, 
and referring to the adoption of the Decla­ 
ration of Independence, spoke of the m an 
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being stationed 
in 
the 
belfry, 
ready 
to ring 
the bell, and a boy stationed 
at the door of th e Convention to give him 
the signal when the adoption was an­ 
nounced; the boy receiving the message to 
transm it, and sending it aloft w ith loud 
voices and sw inging of arm s. “ Ring the 
bell! it has passed. 
Ring the bell ” R inu 
THE BKLL!! ! ” 
Rev. A. C. H errick in responding to the 
call of the m aster of ceremonies, said it 
was his first visit to the Pioneers’ room s ; 
he was greaily pleased with the occasion 
and the guests, and thought he saw m any 
that looked like m inisters. A t this rem ark, 
Mr. Chesley got up prom ptly aud taking 
the rem ark all to himself? bowed 
his 
acknow ledgm ents to 
the 
com plim ent. 
[Great laughter.] 
District A ttorney 
Elwood B runer re­ 
sponded to call, m aking some very felicit­ 
ous rem arks. 
lie regarded W ashington’s 
greatest service ta the country, not as a 
m ilitary officer nor as President, but in his 
influence and the acceptance by the States 
of his advice in adopting the Federal Con­ 
stitution. It was the critical tim e in the 
form ation of ourG overum ent, and when the 
Constitution was being considered by the 
thirteen States and hesitating, W ashington 
urged its adoption and prom ised that its 
unsatisfactory parts would be am ended, 
and the unity of the States and perpetuity 
of the G overnm ent be thus established 
aud m aintained. 
H is advice turned the 
scale and saved the country. 
The pioneers 
ot California, he thought/w ere equally de­ 
serving of fame as the R evolutionary 
fatheis. T he latter were compelled to fight 
to save them selves, their property and 
their liberty. Those who cam e in early 
tim es to this coast left all they had behind 
—left their girls in their homes, and came 
across treeless and trackless deserts and 
found and established this great and grand 
com m onw ealth. 
Rev. Carroll M. Davis, while he desired 
not to detract from the luster of the fore­ 
fathers, thought the grand work done by 
the Pioneers who established this unequaled 
heritage upon the Pacific coast, aud erected 
here one of the proudest States in the na­ 
tion, had wrought equally well for their 
posterity w ith the fathers "of revolutionary 
limes. 
H e hoped the future work of the 
native sons ami daughters would perpetuate 
the work in a m anner that should be 
w orthy sons and daughters of such grand 
pioneers. 
H e also alluded to tim es of 1779 
and their results. 
Am ong other speakers who responded in 
patriotic and pleasing rem arks, were H on. 
W. C. Hendricks, Secretary of S ta te ; H on. 
Ira G. H oitt, State Superintendent of P u b ­ 
lic Instruction ; E. W. M aslin. Secretary ol 
the State Board of E qualization; H on. H. 
M. I.al’ue, Senator 1\ II. Dray, W. H. 
Robinson, Secretary of the Stockton So­ 
ciety ot Pioneers: Mr. Sim ms, President of 
the E lk Grove Parlor of Native Sons ; A. 
Logan, Chief of the Caledonian Society of 
Sacram ento; J .S . M iller and others. 
It 
would be interesting to give lull report of 
the speeches if space perm itted. A striking 
feature in the rem arks of nearly all the 
speakers, and w hich has not before been 
alludc-d to for want of space, was expres­ 
sions against Socialists and Com munists, 
and iu favor of excluding from future im ­ 
m igration all who will not at heart and in 
fact become true Am ericans. T he speak­ 
ing continued until nearly G o'clock, when 
an original poem was read, aud “ A uld 
Lang Syne " sung as final to the occasion. 
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T he B alloon A scension- 
Two o'clock in the afternoon was desig­ 
nated upon the official program m e as the 
tim e for I’rofessor Van Tassell's balloon as­ 
cension from Capitol Park, and. about that 
hour, great nttm bersof people wended their 
way to the locality, where they found the 
m am m oth air vessel tugging at the ropes in 
the northeastern portion of the grounds, 
40.000 feet of gas turned into it from the 
m ains through, a pipe laid for the purpose, 
having distended it until it assum ed grand 
proportions. They found the Professor and 
his assistants busily engaged in prepara­ 
tion, and at 2:15 he and two companions, 
Jerry Payne and Ralph D jnohuc, entered 
t :e basket and word was given to let go. 
T he balloon seemed at first scarcely able to 
m anage the weight, but, alter going a few 
rods, the Professor, who seemed to be " as 
cool as a cucum ber," threw out a bag of 
ballast, an d as in response to the lightening 
of its load, the balloon commenced rising, 
hundreds o f voices united in a cheer. Still, 
the spectators had grave doubts w hether 
it would be able to clear the roofs of the 
buildings on the north side of L street, but 
the aeronaut poured out a 
portion of 
another sack of sand, and there were m ore 
cheers as a higher elevation was quickly 
attained. 
It wjs a splendid day for an as­ 
cension, there being but a gentle breeze 
from the south, under the Influence of 
which the voyagers were carried due north 
for about five m inutes. Then, when about 
at the northern lim its o f the city, a differ­ 
ent current of air was struck at an eleva­ 
tion ot about 2 000 feet, and the balloon re­ 
turned southw ard. w ith an inclinaticn to 
the east, the direction 
a m in u te later 
changing to a course m rectly east. 
A t the 
expiration of ten m inutes the basket re­ 
sem bled a m arb le suspended from a b a rt­ 
lett pear, but afterwards it drew away more 
slowly, and at the end of twenty-five m in­ 
utes only the balloon could be seen, evi­ 


dently bound for Brighton. 
A dispatch 
received by the R e c o rd -U n io n some tim e 
afterw ards, sent by T. C. Perkins, of P er­ 
k in ’s Station, announced th at the craft and 
its passengers m ade a successful landing 
at 3:30 p. m . one m ile south of Koutier's, 
in W m . Criswell's field. 


T he R egatta. 
The regatta on the river, w hich com­ 
m enced at 3 o'clock, attracted thousands ol 
people, w ho lined both banks of the river, 
the bridge, and crowded the steam ers and 
barges that were tied up to the shores. 
A 
good breeze cam e up the stream , and the 
day was favorable tor such sports. The 
river was alive w ith skill's, w hitehalls, 
scow sandsailboats, and theirhurried move­ 
m ents to and fro presented a beautiful and 
anim ated scene. 
T he races were four in 
num ber, were well contested, and in every 
way satRfactory. 
T he first was a skiff race 
of one and a half m iles and return. It was 
won by the skiff Victor, Charles and John 
B urns, in 10 m inutes and 32 seconds. Sec­ 
ond—E.

Barry. 
T hird — J. W eir and George M athena. 
F o u rth —F ran k B urns and P a t Coffey. 
T he prizes were three in num ber, as fol­ 
lows : $35, $10, $5. 
B urns and Colley filed

race

were four entries:

This was a three-m ile race, and a very 
pretty one.

Viva, Churchill, 
Detu3ey aud Camp, third. 43:30. 
T he tub race, in which t here were four 
entries, caused considerable fun.

the starters had barrel tubs instead of the 
regulation w ash-tub, and were barred from 
contesting for the prizes. N ada Cordoza 
won first m oney, Fred. Freem an second. 
T he latter was spilled out before ho had 
gone forty yards—but Fred, was like Billv

The entries were Mrs. M athena 
and M am ie Bates, Edis Fourness and Mrs.

F rank Fow ler. Two Indian women wanted 
to contest it! this race, but the other ladies 
objected to the native daughters of the 
Golden W est, and consequently they were 
barred, m uch to their disgust, and a man 
by the nam e of M cM anus, who seemed to 
be acting as their “ um pire.” 
The ladies 
did not object to (lie natives on the score 
of 
caste 
or 
color, 
b ut 
it 
appears 
th at 
th eir 
social 
positions 
were 
not up to the required standard. T he na­ 
tives. however, were not to be pu t off 
on 
the 
F o u rth of

the signal shot was fired they started and 
did some excellent work. 
Fow ler and Ball 
took the lead from the start, and held to 
the finish, w inning by ten lengths, Four- 
ness and Fourness 
second, the native 
(laughters third and Bates and M athena 
last. 


T he Concert. 
Several thousand people assem bled at 
Capitol P ark in the evening to listen to the 
special open air concert by the H ussar 
Band. George C. H olbrook, leader, which 
com m enced at G:45. 
The 
program m e, 
which was m ost excellently rendered, was 
as follows : M arch : overture, “ Am erican 
N ational," A rr. M oses; waltz, " Rem em ­ 
brance of Naples,” B en n et; solo, for cor­ 
net, “ Y oung A m erica Polka,” Levy, per­ 
formed by W. S. W eym outh ; Spanish fan­ 
tasia. “ La Palom a.” A rr. M isserd: piece 
characteristic, “ Jolly 
B lacksm ith,'’ pre­ 
senting early dawn and introducing anvils, 
chimes, cock-crow, birds and grand vocal 
chorus; overture, “ F ra Diavalo,” A uber; 
galop, “ M ephisto’s Message.” 


T he F irew orks. 
T he display of fireworks w hich took 
place in Capital Park, m idw ay betw een the 
Capitol and Pavilion, com m encing at 8:30 
o’clock, was extensive and quite creditable 
Owing to the fact that the m oon was full 
the fireworks did not have “ m uch of a 
chance,” and hence were not as satisfactory 
as they would have been in a darker night. 
They consisted o f : 
Illum inations of patriotic fires w ith th ir­ 
teen union bombshells. 
T he W ashington colum n—a pyram id of 
national stream ers, diam ond cross fire, a 
general com bination of stream ers, flowers, 
etc., over 100 feet in length. 
A prism atic wheel ten feet in diam eter, a 
radiant of variegated circles developing 
prism atic colors, sending forth beautiful 
scintillations of golden spray, and colors 
changing from crim son to green. 
A hexagon inclosing a magnificent silver 
star, surrounded by a hexagon in Indian 
lance work. 
Shield of our U nion—An elegantly deco­ 
rated shield, in brilliant colors, represent­ 
ing the national escutcheon surrounded by 
a gorgeous w reath of laurel leaves of em ­ 
erald lace work. 
A diam ond cross-fire, composed of cylin­ 
ders throw ing brilliant show ers of golden 
spray, w ith revolving center and colored 
decorations, term inating w ith a report and 
flight of serpents. 
A candelabrum ,com m encing w ith a mov­ 
ing center of variegated fires and flights 
of colored fire in pyram idal form, show er­ 
ing brilliant scintillations, and closing with 
a flight of stream ers. 
Grand national em blem composed of four 
upright decorated colum ns, each of the two 
outer colum ns inclosing our national escut­ 
cheon in red, w hite and blue lance work, 
each supporting a m agnificent dome, sur­ 
m ounted with an Am erican eagle with ex­ 
tended wings. T he two inner colum ns, 
flanking the Goddess in regulation colors, 
w ith the m otto “ 18S7,” in thirteen-inch 
letters, above, and the word “ U nion ” be­ 
low, and in front of a grand battery all in 
white and colored brilliants, the whole 
supported upon a decorated double base of 
white lance, 
inclosing thirteen stars in 
eighteen-inch letters, (l inked by w reaths ot 
laurel, and the w hole closing with a grand 
ascension of ' bom bs,” m eteors, serpents, 
stream ers and floral shells. 
T his piece was 
30 feet in height. 
In addition to the above there were sev­ 
eral other pieces of equal magnificence.
